FREED FROM 
LOCAL TAXES 


If those who laid out the streets 
of A rlington H eights seventy years 
ago realized the traffic difficulties 
of I‘>28 the parking problems would 
not be w ith 
us 
today. 
Arlington 
H eights is not ready to follow the 
exam ple of Chicago 
and 
forbid 
parking within the loop but Otto 
Landmeier has hit upon a scheme 
that will eventually add six feet to 
the vehicle section of Campbell St. 
Mr. Landmeier has presented his 
plan to the officials of the village 
getting their approval. 
Its success, 
however, depends upon the w-i ll big­ 
ness of the other property owners 
along that street to co-operate. Mr. 
Landmeier is shortening the width 
of the sidewalk in front of his new 
business block three feet. He thinks 
that there is ample room left for 
pedestrians. 
The extra three feet 
along that block is at present taken 
up with telephone and electric light 
posts.

the railroads to the tax levy of 
that village.

The railroads of Cook county will 
I be benefited by S 100,000 saving in 
1027 taxes as the result of ob jec-! 
tions that wrere upheld by Judge; 
Jarecki in the county court Wed­ 
nesday. 
There is hardly a village 
that was not cited to show reason 
why their tax levy was not illegal. 
The railroads w-aited until the last 
minute for filing of objections to the 
tax levies, thus they will be 
the 
only ones who will benefit by the 
court’s decision. 
W hile scores of 
taxing bodies were under fire for 
legal technicalities in the wording 
of the tax levies, there were a few 
instances where the local authori­ 
ties were “w ise” to the legal 
re­ 
quirements and their tax levies w ere 
not questioned. 
Am ong these were 
the townships of W heeling and Pal­ 
atine as w ell as the local school and 
high school boards. 
The villages 
of Palatine, Arlington H eights, Des 
Plaines 
and 
N iles 
Center 
were 
am ong those who will not receive 
any railroad tax money this year. 
Tax levies on which Cook county 
property owners paid some $2,000,- 
000 
were 
declared 
illegal 
when 
Judge Edmund K. Jarecki in 
the 
County 
court 
upheld 
objections 
made by a group of railroads. 
Under the rulings the railroads 
in question benefit by approxim ate­ 
ly $100,000. 
The small taxpayers, 
however, do not benefit, for 
they 
have paid on the levies 
without 
making a legal protest. 
The coun­ 
ty has the money, and there is no 
way for the tax payers to get back 
their SI,OOO,OOO illegally collected. 
Since there are 417 taxing bodies 
in Cook county and each nas the 
power to issue several levies, Judge 
Jarecki pointed out that probably 
m illions in illegal taxes are being 
collected in this w ay each year. 
15 Railroads Protest 
F ifteen railroads, including the 
Pennsylvania, tile C & N. W., C. M. 
St. P. «& P., Alton, Burlington, New 
York Central and others, were in 
the group m aking the protest. 
These railroads were represented 
by A ttorney Robert N. H olt, 
who 
said that these big corporations are 
more interested in equalization and 
tegrrtizution fff ta x e s tharf in the ac­ 
tual gains involved. 
“During the 15 years I have been 
representing various railroads,” A t­ 
torney Holt said, “I have gone into

FARM BUREAU 
PICNIC WED. 
AT WHEATON 


The several county farm bureaus 
of the 10th and lith congressional 
districts of Illinois are cooperating 
in holding a district, or Northeast­ 
ern Illinois, farm bureau picnic in 
the DuPage county forest preserve 
at Herrick’s Lake, some 3 
miles 
south of Wheaton, on the south side 
of Butterfield road, on Wednesday, 
July 25. The several counties rep­ 
resented in this group are McHenry, 
Lake and Cook on the north and 
east, Kane on the west, and "Will on 
the south, which, together with Du 
Page, comprise the district. 
While this picnic is 
sponsored 
and put on by these several farm 
bureaus, in cooperation with the Il­ 
linois 
Agricultural Association, 
which is the state organization, it 
is not for Farm Bureau members 
alone, but an invitation is extended 
to each and every one interested in 
agriculture to set this day aside 
and claim this picnic as his very 
own. 
In previous years the Illinois Ag­ 
ricultural Association has had its 
state picnic. 
These have resulted 
largely in a substantial attendance 
from points nearby, but because of 
distance tm! necessity of the farm­ 
ers keeping close to home in harvest 
time, it has been decided that this 
year each Congressional 
District 
shall hold its own picnic, The Illi­ 
nois Agricultural Association co­ 
operates with each district in pro­
